WAS THEIR ORIGIN RELIGIOUS, COMMERCIAL 
+ OR MERELY OFFiCIA 7° 
.All numismatists have been interésted in the 
discussion that‘ has been in progress during the 
-last ten or fifteen years concerning the charac: | 
ter of the first types —generally representations 
of animals, tess frequently floral. devices or 
human figures—that are to be seen on the 
primitive coinage of Asia Minor and’ Greece. 
| Two main theories have'|been prevalent for 
theirexplanation: The one has been urged by 
Dr. Curtius ani, Dr. Head, the dther by Prof. 
Ridgway. The former school will see nothing 
but religious emblems in these strange ‘archaic 
representations of ‘beast and other things. 
‘| It holds that the State wished to dedicate: 
its money to its tute ary god or goddess, that 
the stag of Ephesus, the owl of Athens, the 
lion’ of Miletus, the tortoise of Engina-are all 
alike: sacred types, referring to the worship 
of Artemis or Athena, Apollo or Aphrodite: 
that if the primitive artist engraved thé at- 
tribute rather than the deity on the coin, 
it was simply because he was conscious of his 
inability to ‘produce an adequate representae 
tion of the cily’s patron or patroness on the

Mr. George Macdonald, while granting -that 
the archaic figures-are often sepresentations of 
the emblems of the gode, produces a non- 
religious reason for their appearance. ‘ 

The other modern theory as to the origin 
of cein types has been vigorously set ‘forth by 
Prof, Ridgway, who denies ‘the religious in- 
‘terpretation of the devices, and secs in them 
indication of the exchange value of. the primi- 
tive pieces.. The standard curre:cy of most 
‘Learly countries has been the ox or sheep—every 
one knows.how the Latin pecunia derives from 
pecus, [tis a tempting notion to suppose that 
the first coins were intended to be equivalent 
to the ox, or other unit of exchange. prevalent 
in the country where the new device of metal 
‘money had been introduced. Many easly coins 
bear the representation of cattle, others show 
sheep, tripads and other objects which we kriow 
to have been used as standards of value. Most 
ofthe early coinage of Italy, for example the | 
large bricklike. bronze pieces, displays such 
types. Pollux tells us that owes, thé primitive 
ox unit, was originally used as an ‘equivalent 
-word for the stater, the primitive coin unit; 
when in archaic religious or legal formulm an 
ox was mentioned, liter generations paid or). 
offered the plete of money as a corresponding 
contribution. But it would be dangerous to 
press this view far or we should have to adopt 
the absurd hypothesis that the value unit of 
Teos had once been the griffin, or that of 
Miletus the lion, since these are the first re 
‘presentations found on their, coinages,: both of 
which go-back to the very first days of the 
invention of maney. ; 

Mr. Macdonald rejects, poth these accepted 
views in favour of the simple theory that the 
early coin type merely reproduces the Btate 
seal of the issuing State. The community 
vouched for the purity and good weight of 
the piece by sealing it with the device which 
it habltually appended to documents, weights 
and measures and so forth. “As was the cate 
in the cities of medieval Europe, many States. 
used religious cmblems as'thtir. coat of: arms, 
but others used commercial types and others 
again “canting heraldry,” making a pun on the 
city name, without any religious or other arriire 
pensée, Thus to compare things ancient with 
things modern, Athens used Athens's owl, of 
Ephesus the stag of Artemis, {ust fo the same 
way as the.city of London uses tho red cross 
with St. Paul's sword in the canton, or Venice 
vues the Ion of St. Mark. On the other baad 
Cyricus used the tunny or Cysene the silphium 
plaot-as purely commercial devices, illustrating 
the chief industry of the city as much'as Brittol 
shows the castle and ship, Canada the beaver 
or Iceland the stock-fish in ite shield. Dut 
quite distinct from each of these we get the 
punning type. Trapezus showed a;lable on its 
coins, Ancona an elbow; Selinus a parsley leaf, 
just as Oxford now gives‘ us an ox fording a 
river, Bern.a bear or Munich a monk, It 
seems to us that this lucid, simple, yet many- 
sided explanation of the ‘early coin types is 
absolutely conclusive: It leaves us with miny 
religious emblems, such as the one school of 
commentators pointed out, and many corm 
morcial emblems to please the other, y t shows 
that the type of the coin is only religious or 
commercisl at second hand, so to. speak., It 
reproduced the State. seal, and the device of 
that seal might be settled by either of the two 
tendencies, which prevailed among the early |
